by the steamers of the Kinsiag “Line of Ham- 
burg—whose Vessels were lateron taken over 
by the Norddeutscher Lloyd and the Hamburg: 
America Line —the Hansa Line of Bremen ; the 
D.A.D.G., otherwise known as the Deltsche:
